Post office delivers marijuana—to wrong address 


Teen jailed after postal inspector delivers pound of pot

A post office screw-up 
resulted in a Lawrenceburg 
teenager’s arrest last week 
when a shipment of pot 
was delivered to the wrong 


address. 

Police say Garrett Bryant, 
19, of 138 Hunter Ridge Drive 
arranged to have a pound 
of marijuana shipped to his 
residence from California, 
but the Lawrenceburg post 


office inadvertently deliv¬ 
ered it last 
Monday to 
an address on 
Walker Lane. 

“It was just 
a mess up by 
the post office,” 
said Lawrence¬ 
burg Police 


Department officer Josh Sat- 
terly, who investigated the 
case. “It got delivered to the 
wrong address.” 

Residents at the Walker 
Lane address were expecting 
clothing they had ordered, 
but when they opened the 
box, it turned out to be two 
8-ounce packages of vacuum- 


sealed marijuana. 

The residents, whose iden¬ 
tities were not revealed by 
police, called the Lawrence¬ 
burg Police Department. Sat- 
terly responded and took the 
marijuana back to the post 
office. Postal officials there

Director says board has not 
discussed buying ECC building

$17.54. 

According to some Anderson County 
citizens, who addressed the library board 
of trustees at its April 17 meeting, that’s 
how much one patron of the library costs 
taxpayers. 

And as the board weighs possible build¬ 
ing expansion and its fiscal year budget, 
those concerned residents 
want to make sure the 
community’s getting their 
money’s worth. 

About a dozen people 
attended the board’s monthly 
meeting, seeking answers on 
the board’s actions regard¬ 
ing tax increases, potential 
building plans and a possible 
lawsuit regarding the library’s method of 
raising taxes. 

“Everybody that walks through this 
door... it costs the taxpayer 17 dollars and 
54 cents,” said Bill May, one of eight people 
who directly questioned the library’s 
actions on spending. “Are we providing 17 
dollars and 54 cents of value on average to 
everybody who comes through the door?” 

Library director 
Pam Mullins said 
there was a lot more 
that the library pro¬ 
vided besides best 
sellers, listing the 
numerous programs 
and activities provid¬ 
ed to the Anderson 
County community. 

“That figure you 

quoted includes keeping the lights on, elec¬ 
tricity, it provides all those materials... I’d 
say we’re providing well over that amount 
of money in terms of service,” she said. 

Last year, the library board approved a 
$3,143 million budget, with $1.8 million in 
surplus revenue. 

According to the library’s draft budget 
for 2012-2013, the board is considering a 
$3,236 million budget for next year, includ¬ 
ing a $100,000 increase in surplus revenue 
and a $7,000 decrease in spending. 

Dana Froste, who described herself as 
a friend of the library, said she thought 
library spending was out of control.

Planning needs more money, Extension needs less 


Economic downturn blamed for 
woes; court OKs increase 4-3

One’s going broke; the other 
already has enough money, thank 
you. 

Going broke is the joint city- 
county Planning and Zoning board, 
which asked for and just barely 
received an additional $4,000 in 
funding during last Tuesday night’s 
meeting of the Anderson County 
Fiscal Court when magistrates voted 
4-3 to approve the request. 

The fiscal court also approved 
— albeit unanimously — the Exten¬ 
sion Board’s request for a lower tax 
rate next year after being told it 
has already accumulated enough 


reserve funding and didn’t need the 
revenue its current rate will bring. 

The Extension’s new tax rate on 
property will drop 
from 16 cents per 
$1,000 assessed value 
to 14 cents. 

“They had enough 
surplus,” said Judge- 
Executive John Wayne 
Conway. “This is how 
a taxing district is sup¬ 
posed to operate, and 
it does because we have good people 
like [agent] Tommy Yankey and 
[board chairman] Buddy Smith and 
the rest of the board members who 
are very conservative and watchful 
on what they are spending money 
for.” 

The planning and zoning increase 
was needed to cover increased ben¬ 


efit costs for secretary Renee Evans 
and legal fees. Conway pointed out 
that neither Evans nor planning 
and zoning has requested additional 
funds since 2000, and that it only 
needs funds now because of the 
slowdown in construction that has 
hit the county hard in recent years. 

Currently, the fiscal court and 
city council each contribute $6,000 
annually to planning and zoning, 
which generates funds primarily 
through fees paid for zone change 
requests and subdivision planning. 

The slowdown means the depart¬ 
ment is fielding fewer requests and 
has used funds it stockpiled during 
boom years to continue operating 
without additional county and city 
funds.

Library board rejects 3 percent salary increase 


Proposed budget includes nearly $2M in surplus cash

The library board exam¬ 
ined its proposed draft budget 
for the upcoming fiscal year, 
with the director proposing 
a 3 percent salary increase 
for library employees and an 
anticipated $7,000 decrease in 
spending. 

The library’s overall bud¬ 
get for 2012-2013, at $3,236 
million, includes $1,336 mil¬ 
lion in spending and $1.9 mil¬ 
lion in surplus revenue. 

Mullins originally sched¬ 
uled a 3 percent salary 
increase for employees based 
on the current Consumer 
Price Index or CPI, which 
helps to determine the cost of 
living for employees. Accord¬ 
ing to Mullins, the current 
CPI is up to 2.75 percent since 
last March. 

“But a 3 percent raise is 
a lot,” board president Amy 
Kennedy said, adding that 


workers in the federal and 
private sectors weren’t getting 
raises. “Again, we came out 
of a room where we just got 
slaughtered and a 3 percent 
raise sounds like a lot.” 

“I can’t, in good faith, agree 
to give anyone a 3 percent 
raise,” trustee Katie Hutton 
said. 

Board member Brian Proc¬ 
tor agreed. 

“We can’t justify it,” he said. 

Mullins said she would 
rework the proposal in order 
to reflect the board’s decision 
in not including the 3 percent 
salary increase, and would 
have the adjusted numbers 
ready for the board to vote on 
by the May 15 meeting. 

“That’s a number I threw 
in there for budgeting pur¬ 
poses,” Mullins said, adding 
that the absence of the 3 
percent raise should decrease 
overall salary expenses for the 
upcoming year. 


Retirement costs for 
employees will also increase 
from 18.96 percent to 19.55 
percent, almost a full percent¬ 
age point from last year for a 
total of $59,000. 

“We’re approaching a 20 
percent increase for any full¬ 
time employees,” Mullins said. 

Mullins also said that the 
library should anticipate a 
4.2 percent decrease in state 
aid, as well additional cuts in 
that the library may not get 
the second half of its state aid. 
The library has $17,400 allo¬ 
cated for state aid in the next 
year’s budget. 

Mullins said the library’s 
switch to the state health 
plan should lead to a decrease 
in health insurance costs, for 
a budgeted savings of $15,000. 

Professional service expens¬ 
es, which includes funding 
for auditing, accountants, 
architects and other financial 
consultants, has increased by 
$55,000 for next year, from 
$8,000 to $63,000. 

Mullins said the increase 


would pay for the library’s 
legal fees, now that it has an 
attorney on retainer, as well 
as for surveying costs, archi¬ 
tect fees and other profession¬ 
al services related to possible 
building expansion. 

“It may end up being we 
don’t spend a whole lot of 
that at all,” Mullins said. “But 
it’s there if we do move for¬ 
ward.” 

In a follow-up interview, 
Mullins said that about 80 
percent of professional servic¬ 
es budgeted would be spent 
toward architects and finan¬ 
cial consultants regarding the 
expansion, should the plans 
for expansion move forward. 

Capital outlay expenses 
have also increased, from 
$35,000 to $42,000. Mullins 
said this increase would allow 
the library to purchase new 
public computers. 

“Most of our public com¬ 
puters are reaching the end 
of their lifespan that we’re 
going to have to replace,” she 
said, adding that they would 


replace severs and computer 
hardware of the public desk¬ 
top computers. 

Tax revenue for the library 
is budgeted to remain flat, 
at $1.3 million of anticipated 
property tax receipts. 

Mullins said the library 
board must approve its fiscal 
year budget by May 31, and 
the board will most likely 
vote on its final budget by the 
May 15 meeting. 

Other changes include: 

Maintenance: $5,000 
decrease, from 50,000 to 
45,000 

Utilities: $2,000 decrease, 
from $37,000 to $35,000 

Electronic materials 
(ebooks and edatabases): 

$7,000 increase, from $35,000 
to $42,000 

Periodicals: $1,300 decrease, 
from $5,000 to $3,700 

Building Payment: $45,000 
decrease, from $375,000 to 
$330,000

Library won't put funds in escrow 

One resident asked the board about its silence regarding the fiscal court's letter to trustees, 
which asked the board to place all surplus revenue in escrow until other library lawsuits in 
Northern Kentucky had been resolved. 

A taxpayer group in Campbell and Kenton counties is legally questioning how libraries have 
raised tax rates using House Bill 44, as opposed to KRS173, which requires the petitioning 
of taxpayers. 

"We have not been proven guilty in being unlawful in the way we tax,"trustee Brian Proctor 
said, adding that no lawsuit had been filed against the library. 

Mullins said the library's attorney, Benjamin Crittenden of Stites and Harbison in Frankfort, 
has answered the fiscal court's request with a letter from the library. 

She added that since Anderson Public Library is not involved with the lawsuits in Campbell 
and Kenton counties, it would be unnecessary for the Anderson library to place its surplus 
funds in escrow. 

"We have not been served with a lawsuit; the libraries that have been served with a lawsuit 
are contesting it," Mullins said.

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“I love the library, but this 
is a hard time,” she said. “This 
is not the time for an expan¬ 
sion or to raise taxes any 
more.” 

According to an analysis of 
property tax rates of the city 
and county by The Anderson 
News in December 2011, the 
library has increased tax rates 
by 138 percent since 2000. 

One person asked Mullins if 
that figure was accurate. 

“We could all make statis¬ 
tics say what we want them 
to say,” Mullins said, adding 
that the library board has not 
changed its tax rate, 88 cents 
per $1,000 assessed value, since 
September 2009. 

According to Mullins, the 
library could not lower its 
property tax rate because 
until 2010, the state required 
the board to take the compen¬ 
sating rate, which allows the 
library to provide at least as 
much revenue as the previous 
year. 

“We have always tried to 
operate by the guidance we 
get from those in the state 
government,” she said of the 
library’s tax formula. 

Mullins said a library 
expansion would not equal 
a tax increase, adding that 
current tax revenue was suf¬ 


ficient for the services the 
library provided. 

“Any expansion we do, it 
will not necessitate us raising 
taxes in order to pay for that,” 
she said. 

Alan Edmondson disagreed, 
mentioning the Anderson 
County health department’s 
woes over the years. 

“In response to the idea of 
‘just because you build, doesn’t 
mean you raise taxes,’ in 
recent months we’ve watched 
the major debacle with the 
health department. They 
assured that they would not 
have to raise taxes,” he said. 
“Well, today, they have the 
more space. They’re not using 
it, but they have it. Think long 
and hard before you do, before 
you jump because things 
aren’t as rosy as one would 
believe.” 

“Tread lightly and smartly. 
Because the wrong step would 
follow you, the repercussions 
of that would be great.” 

Back in late February, the 
library board decided to move 
forward with plans for build¬ 
ing expansion once it paid the 
cost of its 2005 expansion at 
the end of this fiscal year. 

Mullins said in a follow-up 
interview that the board could 
completely pay off its 20-year 
note by August 2012. 

“We never meant, I don’t 
think, immediately after,” 
Mullins said of starting new 


building expansion. “If we pay 
off this note during the 2012- 
2013 fiscal year, that expan¬ 
sion, breaking ground and 
actually doing construction, 
would not take place until 
that fiscal year ended.” 

A $2.9 million expansion 
would cover the library’s cur¬ 
rent maximum proposal of 
8,290 square feet for private 
study rooms, a separate young 
adult area and multipurpose 
space for library programs. 

The board’s minimum 
expansion plan would cost $1.6 
million for 2,856 square feet. 

The board planned on 
applying for $20,000-25,000 
of state aid through a con¬ 
struction grant to be used for 
expansion, but those funds 
will no longer be available, 
Mullins said. 

According to Mullins, there 
was also a 4.2 percent decrease 
in state aid in addition to the 
loss of the construction grant. 

Mullins said the $2.9 mil¬ 
lion figure was not a final 
price in terms of the building 
expansion. 

“That number is not a fixed 
amount,” she said. 

“That number is on the 
high end of what we’d end up 
doing.” 

She also said the board 
had never discussed buying 
the Early Childhood Center 
facility next door, currently 
designated as surplus property 
and for sale by the Board of 


Education. 

“I know that there seems to 
be a belief in the community 
that we are buying that build¬ 
ing,” Mullins said. 

“We have not discussed that 
among ourselves or with any¬ 
one else.” 

The earliest the library 
would break ground on expan¬ 
sion, she said, would be July 
2013. She said the board would 
try to make a decision on 
expansion by December 2012. 

“I think we heard a lot 


of people today who were 
unsure of why we need this 
expansion,” Mullins said to the 
trustees, adding that she was 
going to take a few months to 
re-examine population growth 
figures and the library’s long 
range plan. “We haven’t spent 
money. We’re not on a time¬ 
table that’s going to cost us 
money if we don’t move for¬ 
ward.” 

Comment at theanderson- 
news.com. 
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then notified a federal 
postal inspector, who on 
Wednesday delivered 
the marijuana to Bry¬ 
ant. 

Police said the 
package was actually 
addressed to someone 


named David Smith. 

“When the postal 
inspector delivered the 
package, Bryant [said] 
he was David Smith, 
whose name was on the 
package,” Satterly said 
in a police report on 
file in Anderson Circuit 
Court. 

When the inspec¬ 
tor left, Lawrenceburg 
police moved in, search 
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warrant in hand, and 
found Bryant and the 
shipment of pot in the 
home’s living room, 
according to the report. 

Bryant was arrested 
and charged with a 
felony for trafficking 
more than 8 ounces 
of marijuana. He was 
taken to the Shelby 


County Detention 
Center before being 
released on a $2,000 
surety bond, accord¬ 
ing to an official at the 
detention center. 

He was arraigned 
last Thursday morning 
in Anderson County 
Circuit Court. Police say 
Bryant told him he met 


the person who mailed 
him the pot while 
playing Xbox Live, a 
popular video game sys¬ 
tem that allows users 
to interact with other 
players online. 

Police say Bryant 
agreed to purchase the 
pot for $2,300, and that 
he intended to sell it 


to help his mother pay 
bills. The package was 
shipped through the 
post office’s priority 
mail system, and the 
return address on the 
box was for a person 
named Marcus Young.

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Vietnam vet stops here while walking to Washington

Dan Lyon carries a 30-pound 
pack, food and water. 

He carries the daily worry 
of not knowing where hell be 
sleeping that night. 

The Reno, Nev., resident also 
carries the memories of seeing 
young homeless vets in the 
lines at soup kitchens and in 
shelters. 

Now the 60-year-old will 
walk about 2,800 miles to carry 
his message about the plight 
of homeless veterans straight 
to his representatives in the 
nation’s capitol. 

“I just started seeing so 
many faces of homeless vet¬ 
erans,” Lyons, who retired in 
2001 after 23 years as a school 
maintenance supervisor, said. 
“Once they’re finished with 
their service, they’re kind of 
discarded.” 

Lyons stopped by The 
Anderson News office last 
Wednesday afternoon on his 
way from Bloomfield, Ky.; 
whenever he gets into a new 
town, he said, he looks up the 
local media, as well as veterans’ 
groups and organizations. 

After all, it was while 
watching TV news that he 
came up with a way to get his 
representatives’ attention to 
fund programs for homeless 
veterans after months of try¬ 
ing to schedule appointments 


with them. 

He called up the offices of 
Sen. Harry Reid, Sen. Dean 
Heller and Congressman Mark 
Amodei and asked if he walked 
from Reno to Washington, 
would they schedule appoint¬ 
ments with him to talk? 

All four said yes. 

“When I put that before 
them, each and everyone of 
them said yes,” Lyons, who said 
he has appointments on June 7 


with the politicians, said. 

His family and friends think 
what he’s doing is wonderful 
now, he said. But many were 
rather pessimistic in the begin¬ 
ning. 

“I did it anyway,” Lyons said 
of his decision to walk to Wash¬ 
ington. “Fear paralyzes people, 
and it keeps people from doing 
what they would have done. 

If you feel strongly about 
anything, you’ll always find a 


way to do whatever needs to be 
done.” 

Although Lyons travels 
alone, he has plenty to keep 
himself occupied. Logging his 
daily miles and places he’s 
been in his log book. Finding 
a public library so that he can 
update his representatives 
about where he is and what he 
did that day. 

Thinking about everything 
he’s going to say once he gets 
there. 

“A lot of sight-seeing,” 
he said when asked how he 
occupies his time walking. “It’s 
amazing what you see when 
you’re walking three or four 
miles per hour.” 

Lyons said he’s been walk¬ 
ing for about six months, only 
spending one night a week in 
a motel to do his laundry and 
clean up. 

He walks about 20-25 miles 
a day, starting at about 6 a.m. 
Lyons has lost about 25 pounds 
(though he says he’s never felt 
healthier) and gone through 
five pairs of boots. 

“I’ve had people spit on me 
out of their cars. I’ve had peo¬ 
ple throw food at me,” he said. 
“I understand what the home¬ 
less and the homeless veterans 
have to go through on a daily 
basis.” 

Lyons has been paying for 
his solo trip across the U.S. with 
money from his retirement 


fund, and says that his trek to 
D.C. isn’t to raise money, but 
awareness. 

“I have people stopping me 
constantly on the road, shak¬ 
ing my hand,” he said. “I think 
it inspires a lot of people along 
the way. It’s definitely made 
a difference, even though I 
haven’t arrived in Washington 
yet.” 

Lyons himself was a mem¬ 
ber of the Marine Corps during 
the Vietnam War from 1969 to 
1973. His father was a World 
War II veteran. 

He plans on visiting the 
Vietnam War memorial, and 
looking up the names of some 
of his friends who died in com¬ 
bat. 

“It’s gonna be rough, ‘cause 
I’m also going to visit the [Viet¬ 
nam] wall. It’s going to be a 
rather strange experience.” 

And after everything — the 
long walk to D.C., the appoint¬ 
ments with legislators, the trip 
to the Wall — Lyons will get on 
a train bound for Nevada to 
decompress from his experi¬ 
ence. 

“I’ve met and talked to so 
many people along the way, 
cried on my shoulder. It’s a lot 
to carry,” he said. “It’s some¬ 
thing that’s going to take a 
while to digest totally.”

Grant would help 
purchase bleachers 

The fiscal court 
received no public com¬ 
ments during a public 
hearing to apply for a 
$59,000 grant to purchase 
bleachers for the pulling 
track and a hoped-for 
parks and recreation 
football field in the 
county park. 

Conway said the state 
Land and Water grant 
would require the coun¬ 
ty to match the funds, 
which would be half of 
the $59,000 total. 

He said the match 
could include labor and 
other non-cash contribu¬ 
tions, but recommended 
that if the grant goes 
through, the fiscal court 
approve allowing the 
company selling the 
bleachers to assemble 
them. 

He said the county 
won’t know the results 
of the request until 
later this year, and that 
the funds would not be 
made available until 
2013. 

Conway said the loca¬ 


tion of the football field 
has not yet been deter¬ 
mined. 

Ninevah Road to be paved 

Magistrates voted 
unanimously last Tues¬ 
day night to apply state 
funds through the Rural 
Secondary Roads Pro¬ 
gram to pave the state- 
owned portion of Nine¬ 
vah Road. 

The paving will begin 
where Ninevah inter¬ 
sects with North Main 
Street and continue just 
past the corner of Lanes 
Mill Road — about four 
miles. 

The funds are pro¬ 
vided by the state and 
arrive annually to keep 
secondary roads, also 
known as farm to town 
roads, paved. 

Ninevah was recom¬ 
mended by state offi¬ 
cials. 

As part of the $561,000 
project, magistrates also 
approved a state recom¬ 
mendation to pave High¬ 
way 395 from Highway 
512 to the Anderson- 
Shelby county line.

Evans told magistrates last Tuesday that those 
funds would only last three more years. 

Magistrate Buddy Sims, who voted against the 
request along with magistrates David Montgomery 
and Kenny Barnett, said he supports planning and 
zoning but that it appears it is “asking for more 
money but doing less work.” 

Evans said that isn’t the case, but she wanted to 
make magistrates aware of the problem before the 
agency went broke. 

Voting for the additional funds were Conway and 
magistrates David Ruggles, Forest Dale Stevens and 
Juretta Wells. 

The city council has yet to vote on increasing its 
contribution.

When we speak, does 
the library listen? 

A group of taxpayers had a few questions for the library 
board. 

And they wanted answers — about the tax rate, the 
potential expansion, the way trustees are appointed to serve this 
special taxing district. 

But is the library board listening? 

Trustee Amy Kennedy, president of the board, wondered if the 
board should reconsider its plans for expansion following an hour 
of being peppered with questions from these concerned citizens. 

After all, she said, even just talking about building expansion 
has proven to be controversial. 

“We’re being condemned for being good stewards of the coun¬ 
ty’s money,” she said. 

That’s laughable, at best. Good stewards of the county’s money 
don’t raise tax rates 138 percent since 2000, when the average 
increase among other county wide taxing districts is under 20 per¬ 
cent during the same period of time. 

Good stewards don’t stockpile millions of dollars in excess rev¬ 
enue that even the most objective observer can readily see is not 
needed. 

Should you, Ms. Kennedy, like to see an actual example of good 
stewards, please attend an Extension board meeting and see how 
it operates. Just last week, that board actually voted to lower its 
tax rate after realizing that it had accumulated adequate reserve 
funds. 

No one would disagree that the public library is a necessary 
facility for the Anderson County community. 

However, there is a distinct difference between what is neces¬ 
sary, and what is excess. 

As previously reported by The Anderson News in a December 
2011 analysis of the city and county’s tax rates, the Anderson Pub¬ 
lic Library board has indeed increased its property tax rate by 138 
percent over the course of a decade. 

These aren’t statistics being manipulated to “say what we want 
them to say,” as library director Pam Mullins recently said during 
the board’s meeting last Tuesday. 

These are numbers that the library board approved, and that 
Anderson County residents have paid. And continue to pay. 

It’s a very simple mathematic equation, Ms. Mullins, and one 
we at the paper would be glad to walk you through, should you 
care to learn it. 

Yet the library continues to insist that its hands have always 
been tied behind its back by the state when it comes to setting tax 
rates. 

The Anderson News has questioned the logic of the compensat¬ 
ing rate argument before, and found that in fact, no mandate ever 
existed that prohibits the library from lowering its tax rate. 

David Gordon, a specialist with the state’s Department of Rev¬ 
enue, investigated the issue at the newspaper’s request back in 
2010 : 

“After checking with several sources, Gordon issued the fol¬ 
lowing statement, ‘I’m not aware of any statute that prohibits any 
taxing district from setting a rate below the calculated compen¬ 
sating rate.’” 

But even two years later this same, tired statement is being 
used as a scapegoat for the library’s unpleasant history of taxing 
residents more than what the library needs to sustain itself and 
its services. 

The 2012-2013 fiscal year budget proposes less spending, about 
a $7,000 decrease, but a $55,000 increase in professional services 
to be spent toward paying architects and financial planners for a 
possible expansion. 

If plans for building expansion fall through, Mullins said, then 
those professional service funds will be spent elsewhere. 

“There are things you have to do prior to breaking ground,” she 
said, explaining that the library needs to plan ahead, regardless of 
whether or not they’d move forward with expansion. 

“Having a vision doesn’t mean we’re building tomorrow,” trust¬ 
ee Brian Proctor said during the meeting. 

That may be true. 

But the same vision of a five-member board could include a 
lower tax rate for the 20,000-plus residents of Anderson County. 
We’d just need to see it to believe it.

Don’t let cost chase fruits, veggies from plates 


T he USDA low cost 
food plan allows 40 
percent of the bud¬ 
get for vegeta¬ 
bles and fruits. 

The plan 
calls for 2 - 3.5 
cups of veg¬ 
etables per 
day per person 
and 1.5 to 2.5 
cups of fruits. 

The amount 
depends on the 
age of the indi¬ 
vidual. 

The USDA 
plan calls for 
more vegetables and fruits 
than what people cur¬ 
rently eat. I challenge you 


to look at your food budget 
to determine what percent 
you spend on fruits and 
vegetables. 

Not all of the fruits and 
vegetables are fresh on the 
low cost food plan. There 
is a perception that canned 
fruits and vegetables are 
not as good, not as nutri¬ 
tious as fresh and frozen 
is just a bit better than 
canned. I’d say that it all 
depends on how the food 
was handled fresh. Com¬ 
mercial canners try to 
move from field to pro¬ 
cessed in less than four 
hours. This helps maintain 
quality more than fruit 
that has been shipped long 


distances and held for sale. 

Canned or frozen fruit 
and vegetables do not lose 
all of the nutritional value 
when processed. 

Compare the price and 
the number of servings 
from fresh, canned and 
frozen forms of the same 
vegetable or fruit. Canned 
and frozen items may 
be less expensive than 
fresh. Choose canned fruit 
packed in 100 percent fruit 
juice and try vegetables 
with low sodium or no salt 
added on the label. 

An average price survey 
of U.S. markets showed

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Gardening is good way to combat food prices 


M ay is just around 
the corner. I don’t 
know about you, 
but my engines are rev¬ 
ving and it’s about time to 
let the clutch out. 

I’ve been working out¬ 
side every pos¬ 
sible moment, 
trying to get 
projects done 
before I get 
busier than a 
three-legged cat 
in the sand box. 

The frost 
nipped my 
beans on the 
night before we 
were supposed 
to get frost and 
killed off most 
of my early squash. I really 
wanted the beans to make 
it and they may yet, but 
I’m replanting. 

The squash was an 
experiment and I have 
plenty of seed to replant, 
so that’s no big deal. The 
peas, potatoes and spinach 
are doing good, and my 
strawberries are already 
forming fruits. 

It’s weird how the frost 
picked certain areas to hit. 
My crape myrtle is right 
next to the house and 


really got toasted. The new 
orchard is halfway down 
the hill and nothing got 
hit. The bottom beds got 
hit hard. I actually had a 
frost four mornings in a 
row down there. I covered 
up for three of them. 

Such is life. 

My really warm-weather 
plants, tomatoes and pep¬ 
pers, are still lounging 
inside under the lights, 
though I’ll start the hard¬ 
ening off process this 
week. 

The packets of cucum¬ 
ber seeds are just waiting 
on the table, but they 
won’t be there for long. 

The projects, and all 
the mowing, have really 
brought to mind the high¬ 
er cost of living these days. 
Everything costs more. I’ve 
also noticed that every¬ 
thing is getting smaller. 
Slices of bread are smaller. 
Paper plates and napkins 
are smaller. Trash and 
sandwich bags are thin¬ 
ner. Pood just plain costs 
more. Companies are doing 
everything they can to 
keep their profits up. 

People who haven’t 
played in a garden since 
thev were knee high to 


their grandparents are 
starting to garden in order 
to save money. 

After talking to many 
of them, I thought I’d do a 
little rerun of gardening 
101 . 

Gardening in the ground 
requires working up the 
soil, getting rid of grass 
and weeds, and making 
the soil lose. Rows are an 
average of 12 inches apart. 
Seeds planted in those rows 
are spaced apart based 
on the size of the mature 
plant. The bigger the seed, 
the deeper it’s planted, but 
typically no more than 1 
inch. 

After seeds are up a few 
inches, it’s a good thing to 
lay down layers of newspa¬ 
per that get covered with 
straw to keep the sun off 
bare soil and stop weeds 
from growing up and com¬ 
peting with the garden 
plants. Liquid fertilizer 
can then be applied after 
the plants have started to 
really grow. 

Gardens typically need 
an inch of water a week. 
Lrequent light watering 
just makes the roots weak

Of course we’ve all 
seen flags in parades, 
including draped over 
floats, which is another 
no-no. The code says 
flags in floats can be 
used only on a staff, 
as is the case if they’re 
used on automobiles. 

But two wrongs 
never make a right, and 
if the code says flags in 
ads are wrong, so be it.

that the least expensive 
fresh vegetables were 
potatoes, lettuce, egg¬ 
plant, prepared cooking 
greens, summer squash 
and carrots. 

The least expen¬ 
sive fresh fruits were 
watermelon, bananas, 
apples, pears, pineapple 
and peaches. These 
were average prices 
and did not account for 
seasonal differences 
in prices nor compare 
between fresh, frozen 
and canned. 

A healthy choice is 
to load up on fruits and 
vegetables that are not 
fried or prepared with 
a lot of extra fat, sugar 
or sauces. 

Fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles are naturally low 
in calories. They can 
help control weight 
because the fiber con¬ 
tent is usually high 
compared to calories 
and this gives a sense 
of fullness, which 
decreases hunger. 

Make half your plate 
full of fruits and veg¬ 
etables.

King donates special session pay to Red Cross

Since taking office last year, 
state Rep. Kim King (R-Mercer) 
has insisted that legislators 
should not be 
paid for budget- 
related special 
sessions. 

On Tuesday 
she put her 
money where 
he mouth is and 
announced that 
the pay she will 
receive from the 
recent special session will be 
donated to the American Red 
Cross. 

And not just her net pay. 
King said she will donate her 
gross pay, even though she 
has already paid taxes on the 
amount. 


“Last time I donated the 
money to Kentucky Right 
to Life,” King said Tuesday 
morning by phone. “This year 
I’m donating to the Red Cross. 
With all the storm damage, I’m 
sure their resources have been 
depleted.” 

One of King’s first efforts 
after being elected was to 
sponsor legislation to ban 
lawmakers involved in budget- 
related special sessions from 
being paid. 

She sponsored House Bill 
36 in 2011, and House Bill 413 
this year, but said neither ever 
made it to the House floor for 
a vote. 

That, she blames, on the 
Democrat-controlled commit¬ 
tees that refused to let the bills 
be heard. 

“That’s one of the most frus¬ 


trating things I’ve learned dur¬ 
ing my first term, is how much 
power committee chairs have 
over any piece of legislation,” 
King said, noting that it costs 
taxpayers an estimated $63,000 
each day to have legislators in 
special session. 

Another bill King created 
when she first entered office 
was House Bill 81, which called 
for all votes on fiscal measures 
to be done by roll call. 

“It was for anything to do 
with money,” she said. “It called 
for a visual account, not just 
yeas and nays.” 

King represents Anderson, 
Mercer and a portion of Spen¬ 
cer County as part of the 55th 
District.

22: “The man with two bags of 
gold also came. ‘Master,’ he said, 
‘you entrusted me with two bags 
of gold; see, I have gained two 
more.’ 

23: “His master replied, ‘Well 
done, good and faithful servant! 
You have been faithful with 
a few things; I will put you in 
charge of many things. Come and 
share your master’s happiness!”’ 

24: “Then the man who had 
received one bag of gold came. 
‘Master,’ he said, ‘I knew that 


you are a hard man, harvest¬ 
ing where you have not sown 
and gathering where you have 
not scattered seed.” 25: “So I was 
afraid and went out and hid your 
gold in the ground. See, here is 
what belongs to you.’” 

26: “His master replied, ‘You 
wicked, lazy servant! So you 
knew that I harvest where I 
have not sown and gather where 
I have not scattered seed?” 27: 
“Well then, you should have put 
my money on deposit with the 
bankers, so that when I returned 
I would have received it back 
with interest.” 

28: “So take the bag of gold 
from him and give it to the one 
who has ten bags.” 

This is a fairly simple parable 
that applies to you and me. We 
have to be good stewards of what 
God has given us in the time we 
have allotted. As my NIV Learn¬ 
ing Bible says, “The issue is not 
how much we have, but how 
well we use what we have.” 

We must use the talents and 
gifts that God has given us to 
honor him. When Christ comes 
back he will either reward his 
faithful servants for good works 
or cast them into hell for lack 
thereof.

Of course, Russell has not gotten 
smaller, but when he was running for 
his life during the Blue-White scrim¬ 
mage at UK, it sure appeared that way. 

“I am going to have to adjust to 
that,” Russell said with a smile. “I will 
have to pick and choose my spots.” 

He was talking about being able to 
bowl over would-be tacklers in high 
school, where Russell was often near¬ 
ly as big as the opponent’s defensive 
linemen. He was always faster. 

Things have sure changed with the 
big boys. 

Saturday, Russell was sacked seven 
times, which was an indictment of 
the second-team linemen. Russell 
quarterbacked the reserves during the 
controlled scrimmage. Quarterbacks 
were not to be hit and when a defend¬ 
er simply touched the quarterback, he 
was considered down. 

But early in the game, Russell 
picked and chose a seam with the 
biggest running play of the night, for 
either team. He saw an opening and 
raced 54 yards down the left sideline 
for a score. 

“That was the first time I made a 
long run since high school,” Russell 
said with a wry grin. “I got out in the 
open field and tried to remember 
what to do.” 

Other than that, it was not a great 
night for Russell, who hit on just 8- 
of-24 passes for 96 yards and a touch¬ 
down. His early passes were a bit high, 
but later in the game, several of his 
throws were simply dropped. 

“I don’t think it was nerves,” Rus¬ 
sell said, “but I was definitely off.” 

Russell also ran for 39 yards in 11 
carries, the best ground production by 
either team on the night. 

But to Russell, fighting for playing 
time quarterbacking the Wildcats is 
a dream. He knows that Max Smith is 
the guy that will most likely be under 
center when the Wildcats open the 
season at Louisville on Sept. 2. But 
he also plans on being ready if those 
ahead of him can’t get enough wins. 

“I am just going to try to be a con¬ 
tributor to this team and see how that 
goes,” Russell said. 

And even though his stats were 
not great Saturday, the Wildcats also 
know there is a reason Russell was an 
all-stater at Anderson. 

“Jacob Russell can come on the 
field and do what he does and that 
makes for some competition,” senior 
receiver LaRod King said Saturday. 

And competing is where Jacob Rus¬ 
sell is at his best. 

He might have looked smaller Sat¬ 
urday night, but it seems like all he’s 
asking for is a chance to do big things 
for the Wildcats. 

Don’t count him out.

Former Anderson basketball coach passes away

Jim Lindsey, who coached at 
Anderson County High School 
for two seasons, died recently 
in Glasgow 

Mr. Lindsey passed away on 
March 18 at his home. He was 
72. 

He came to Anderson 
County for the 1971-72 school 
year, following Jack Upchurch, 
who had left after taking the 
Bearcats to the state champi¬ 
onship game in 1971. 

Lindsey coached basketball 
and baseball at Anderson, 
winning district titles in both 
sports. He also served as an 
assistant football coach on the 
school’s first district champion. 

He was most known for his 
work with the Bearcat bas¬ 
ketball program and is often 
credited with keeping the 
winning tradition alive after 
graduation depleted the 1971 
state runner-up team. Lindsey 
won 29 th District champion¬ 
ships and advanced to the 
Eighth Region Tournament 
semi-finals in both seasons at 
Anderson. 

“I was a sophomore when 
he was head coach,” remem¬ 
bers current Anderson County 
girls’ basketball coach Tony 


Kays. “I played mainly JV 
but got to dress a few varsity 
games. I remember Coach 
Lindsey as a class person with 
a strong passion for winning. 
He also helped with football 
and was well-respected by 
players and coaches alike.” 

“I only played for him my 
senior year and he was a very 
good person to play for,” said 
Charles Crain, a senior in 1972. 

“He always spoke fondly of 
our days in Lawrenceburg,” 
Lindsey’s son, Lex, said in an 
e-mail. 

Lindsey left Anderson after 
the 1972-73 school year, mov¬ 
ing to Barren County, where 
he spent most of his 33-year 
career in education as a teach¬ 
er, coach and administrator. 

“I have to give him a lot 
of credit for helping David 
Shryock and me get basketball 
scholarships,” Crain said. “He 
knew a coach in Florida that 
had signed a player the year 
before from Temple Hill in 
Barren County.” 

Lindsey had not been in 
good health. “He had been 
fighting (Chronic Obstructive 
Pulmonary Disease) the past 
five years with the last year 
being very tough for him,” Lex 
Lindsey said. “He wasn’t able 
to get out very much at all. He 


was only able to get to four or 
five of our games this year.” 

Lex Lindsey was the long¬ 
time girls’ basketball coach at 
Franklin-Simpson High School. 
He had moved over to coach 
the Franklin-Simpson boys’ 
team last season, but resigned 
in mid-April. 


Lex Lindsey said that after 
losing his father, his priorities 
had changed and he planned 
to spend more time with his 
family, according to a report in 
the Franklin Favorite. 

In addition Lex Lindsey and 
his wife, Joanna, Jim Lindsey 
was survived by a daughter, 


Laura Marcum, and her hus¬ 
band, Steve, of Cookeville, 
Tenn.; two brothers and three 
grandchildren. Services were 
conducted on March 21 in 
Glasgow.

Early turkey hunting brings some unusual findings 


is expected to surpass 
10,000 animals by fall. 

While there’s no 
sure thing in hunting, 
Kentucky does offer 
phenomenal odds for 
hunters. 

“Kentucky’s success 
rate for hunters is higher 
than you’ll see for wild 
elk practically anywhere 
else,” noted Tina Brunjes, 
deer and elk program 
coordinator for the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “If hunters 
put in a little effort, they 
will see elk. If they put 
in a little more effort, 
they will take an elk.” 


Last year, 93 percent 
of bull elk hunters 
using a firearm were 
successful. Even when 
using more challeng¬ 
ing archery equipment, 
68 percent of hunters 
took their bull. Thirty- 
seven percent of cow elk 
archery hunters were 
successful in 2011, but 
the success rate climbed 
to 73 percent for cow elk 
hunters using a firearm. 

Brunjes said 2012 will 
be a superb season for 
hunters wishing to put 
the highest quality meat 
on their family’s table. 
“We had no real winter 
and no shortage of gro¬ 


ceries for the animals,” 
she said. “We should be 
set up for big, healthy 
animals coming into the 
hunting season and a lot 
of them.” 

Kentucky has more 
elk than all the states 
east of the Mississippi 
River combined. The 
state’s 16-county elk 
restoration zone encom¬ 
passes more than 4 mil¬ 
lion acres, nearly twice 
the size of Yellowstone 
National Park. More 
than half a million acres 
are open to public hunt¬ 
ing for elk in Kentucky.

April 30 to apply for a 
Kentucky elk hunt. The 
quota hunt drawing for 
an elk permit is open to 
residents and non-resi¬ 
dents. 

Kentucky will issue 
900 general quota hunt 
permits this year, an 
increase of 100 permits 
over the 2011 season. 
Kentucky’s elk herd

ent elk permits: Firearms 
bull, archery bull, fire¬ 
arms cow elk or archery 
cow elk. While hunters 
may apply for two dif¬ 
ferent permits, they can 
only be drawn for one 
of those permits. Each 
application costs $10. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife will issue 135 
permits to hunt a bull 
with a firearm through 
the general quota hunt 
this season. The depart¬ 


ment will issue 90 bull 
archery permits, 265 cow 
elk archery permits and 
410 cow elk gun permits. 
A separate youth-only 
drawing will allow five 
young hunters to take a 
bull or a cow. 

Demand is highest for 
the bull firearms hunts. 

Hunters may only 
apply online. Visit the

opportunity Saturday evening 
by making a final move to call 
one more time. Just as I picked 
up the call that red turkey 
head popped up over the ridge 
at 45 yards. I had called the 
bird in but should have waited 
a few more seconds. I literally 
could not shoot with the call 
in hand and the bird disap¬ 
peared back behind the ridge 
from where he came. Only 
a select few know the sick 
feeling I had at that moment. 
There are just no words to 
describe it. 

The second day dawned 
with me still burning from my 
mistake that past evening. Not 
as many birds gobbled on day 
two and the wind was picking 
up. I managed to travel to the 
back side of the farm where 
two nice birds seemed excited 
to be there. After watching 
them gobble and strut around 
at 100 yards for half an hour 
I made my decision. After 
crawling up the hill using a 
rock fence as camouflage I was 
able to close the gap to around 
75 yards. It only took a couple 
of gentle “come hither” calls 
on my Cody Glass to get their 
attention and I watched anx¬ 
iously as they closed the gap to 
40 yards. 

My first long beard of the 
season took a dirt nap with 
the squeeze of the Winchester 
Super X2 trigger. I noticed 
that sick feeling from the day 
before wasn’t quite as bad as 
it had been earlier. I slung the 
bird over my shoulder and 


even keep the shotgun handy 
and get after some tree climb¬ 
ers. The spring squirrel season 
opens May 19 and runs thru 
June 15. The daily bag limit 
for squirrels is six per hunter. 
It’s a hot time of year so dress 
accordingly, stay hydrated and 
don’t forget the bug spray. 


Fishin' on Taylorsville 

Hunter and I have made a 
trip or two to try the bass fish¬ 
ing at Taylorsville Lake. We 
both were able to land several 
fish each time using mainly 
plastic worms rigged Texas 
style. I managed to pull a nice 
3-pound largemouth off a 10- 
foot rocky point with several 
smaller fish caught on rocky 
banks. 

Hunter bested my nice 
3-pounder by a little with a 
nice fish measuring 18 inches 
long and weighing a chunky 
3.1 pounds. The water has 
been typically murky on the 
Van Buren end of the lake in 
Anderson County, so a run 
down the lake toward a little 
clearer water may be neces¬ 
sary. 

As of last week the water 
was still down a little from 
what will be the normal sum¬ 
mer pool. I talked with several 
folks about the crappie fishing 
and most seemed to be catch¬ 
ing a few but the recent cold 
snap may have sent the fish 
back to deeper water. Minnows 
seemed to be working as bait 
to catch the better fish in the 
brush that is exposed by the 
lower than usual water. Let 
me know what you local fish¬ 
ermen are or are not catching 
at news@theandersonnews.
